The Shangri La Gardens Brisbane Strikers 
moved into 6th position on the National 
League Ladder with an outstanding 4-2 
victory over championship contenders 
Parramatta Power in atrocious conditions 
last Saturday in front of a 2000 plus 
crowd. 


The Rugby World Cup Final and 
torrential downpours did not dampen 
the enthusiasm or resolve of the Strikers 
faithful and they were rewarded with 
one of the most entertaining games 
of football ever seen in Brisbane.
